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PEOPLE’S TONTINE PENSION SYSTEM. 
By Richard Caverly. 

There is now pending in the Congress of the 
United States the following measure, H. B. 13,769, 
Senate 3554, referred to the Committee on Post 
Offices and Post Roads. 

It provides for universal pensions for all the 
people of the United States. It was formulated 
by Charles Frederick Adams of New York, intro- 
duced in the House by Congressman William M. 
Calder of the same State, and in the Senate by 
Robert L. Owens of Oklahoma. 

This measure provides: “That every post of- 
fice savings bank in the United States shall ac- 
cept from any citizen of the United States offer- 
ing the same (and who shall have been duly en- 
rolled as a participant in the people’s pension 
system hereby established) ‘dues’ payments of 
one or more dollars each; provided, however (in 
order that payments so made during a given 
calendar year may share in the dividends for such 
year on equal terms with dues payments made 
during calendar years preceding that one), that 
with cach dollar so paid as ducs there shall be 
a premium contribution to the dividend fund of 
the current year amounting to one cent on each 
dollar paid as ducs during the first quarter of 
such year; to two cents on cach dollar of dues 
paid during the second quarter of cach year; to 
three cents on cach dollar of ducs paid during 
the third quarter of such year; and finally, to four 
cents on each dollar of dues paid during the 
fourth quarter of such year.” 

“Section 2. That all the duces payments so re- 
ceived (through the several postal savings banks) 
together with all other investable values lawfully 
obtained for the purpose, shall constitute a per 
petual people’s pension fund the principal of 
which shall be kept invested (as nearly continu- 
ous as practicable) in presumably safe, income- 
yiclding assets (including, on occasions), bonds or 
obligations of the United States yielding a net 
income of not less than 4 per cent per annum. 


“Section 3:

That a dividend fund shall be ac- 


thereto all the net income received during such 
year from the assets of the people’s pension find, 
and also all the additional cents received with 
‘ducs’ payments during the year as premium con- 
tributions to such dividend fund.” 

“Section 4. That on or as of the 3lst day of 
December in each and every year the total 
amount then constituting the dividend fund for 
such year shall be apportioned as a cash dividend 
among the then living participants in the people’s 
pension system, who shall have paid during the 
calendar year in question one or more dollars as 
dues (together with the corresponding premium 
contribution to the dividend fund); such appor- 
tionment among such qualified living participants 
to be pro rata to their respective basis of par 
ticipation, and each participant’s basis, for this 
purpose, being deemed to consist of the sum of 
the following two items: 

“fdrst. The total amount therefore (at any

time) paid in by such annuitant as dues. 
basis, under the following rules: On or as of the 
31st day of December of cach calendar year there 
shall be credited to the basis of cach living an- 
nuitant who shall have paid dues that year (as 
increment permanently added to such basis) such 
annuitant’s proportion (ascertained as hercinbe- 
low specified) of the basis of any annuitant born 
in the same calendar year as the participant in 
question who shall have died during the year or 
who, during seven consecutive years immediately 
preceding, shall have wholly failed or omitted to 
pay any dues at all; such apportionment of ineres 
ment among the annuitants entitled to share 
therein, to be pro rata to the amount theretoforé 


paid by them, respectfully, as dues.” 


THE LABOR CLARION 


The practical working of this voluntary uni- 
versal pension system might be summed up as 
follows: 

On the last day of each calendar year each liv- 
ing annuitant who has paid ducs that year shares 
in the annual dividends, his or her share increas- 
ing as time gocs on through his or her inherit- 
ing, on the “tontine” principle, the income of 
those of the same age (born in the same year) 
who have died (or who for seven consecutive 
years have paid no dues at all). 

The last survivor of cach such “birth rate 
class” draws during the rest of his or her lite the 
entire income of the entire class. After such 
“last survivor's” death the income in question 
(the income that is produced by the part of the 
“people’s pension fund,” which consists of the 
dues paid during the participation by all the 
former annuitants belong to the particular 
lapsed “birth year class” in question) gocs an- 
nually “forever” to the entire body of partici- 
pants in the system at the time being, irrespective 
of age. 

Every “bitth year class” miust thus “lapse” 
sooner or later, since the person born in the 
given calendar year who alone can be members 
of such class, are not numerous. In the nature 
of things, one class will lapse cach year on the 
average, which means that by the operation. of 
the system there will go on a steady and unend 
ing accumulation within the people’s pension 
fund of an ever-growing body of assets (consist 
ing of the invested dues Icft in the fund by de- 
ceased annuitants of birth rate classes, every mem 
ber of which has died), of which assets the in 
come is no longer payable to the original con- 
tributor of the principal, but constitutes for the 
entire body of participants living at a given time 
extra income over and above the incomes pro 
duced by the dues they themselves have paid in 
to date. 

In this way the rate of dividends upon the dues 
investments of a participant tends to increase by 
the occurrence of deaths. 

The possible inercase in tontine annuities, such 
as those purchasable by those dollar duces, depend 
on the number of participants, and the dues they 
pay, and may be indefinitely great, says Mr. 
Adams. In one I’rench “tontine,” the solitary 
last survivor was a widow, one Charlotte Bar 
bler, who died in her ninety-sixth year. At that 
time and cach of the seven years preeeding her 
death, she drew an annual income of 73,000 livres, 
more than $14,000, in return for a total subserip 
tions of 300 livres, only about $60 in all paid in 
by her. Moreover, this was only the climax of 
the matter, since that ultimate income was ar 
rived at by gradual steps, and during many years, 
before the one in which she first received 73,000 
livres, she reccived annual amounts which, 
though smaller than the last one of $14,000, were 
respectively equal to many times her total in- 
vestment. And while there could be only one 
“last” survivor in any one birth-rate class, and 
therefore only one person who would achieve the 
maximum gain by tontine inheritance, others 
would, in varying degree, survive to inherit more 
or less important amounts of extra income. 

Those who died would no longer need income, 
All who continued to need income by continuing 
to live, would correspondingly survive and in- 
herit additional income, supplementing the in 
come from their own dues, about in the degree 
to which they advance into the latter years of life 

The word tontine means the forfeiture of all 
interest in the amount paid, and accumulated in 
terest, by those who discontinue, the amount of 
cach forfeiture being applied to increase the 
dividends of those who survive and sustain to 
the end of the tontine period,

CHARTER AMENDMENT No. 2.

The attention of readers of the “Clarion” is 
again directed to Charter Amendment No. 2, the 
purpose of which is to require the use of the 
union label on city printing. Every member of 
San Francisco, and every 
voter whose sympathies are with that class of 


organized labor in 
our community who produce those things neces- 
sary to make our form of civilization a success, 
should look beneath the surface and inquire for 
the reasons that actuate members of the printing 
fraternity when they come before the electorate 
with a proposition of this character. 

To those who would inform themselves, it may 
be said that the necessities of present-day living 
are such that require more of the individual than 
did the necessities of

previous generations. It 
the opponents of Charter Amend- 
2 that its provisions are intended as 
a benefit for a certain class; that it is purely a 
selfish proposition; that it places our city govern- 
ment in a position whereby a certain group of 
men and women can dictate requirments from 
the city government intended only for the benefit 
of a few. In answer to such arguments it may 
that while legislation of this character 
may not have been a necessity a few generations 
back, that conditions now existing, tending to- 
ward a specialization of employment, whereby 
the workman is reduced to a mere unit in pro- 
duction, that men and women are no longer 
afforded the free opportunity enjoyed in produc- 
tion which formerly

existed and are now com- 
pelled to use different methods for self-protection 
than previously While it is admitted 
that legislation of this character may not be in 
harmony with the customs, traditions and theories 
that existed a few years ago; 


existed. 


while such legisla- 
tion may appear inharmonious with constitutions 
that were created a half century or more ago, it 
is nevertheless necessary that present-day legis- 
lation, if it is to protect the living generation, 
must take into consideration existing conditions 
and not be confined to the limitations and re- 
quirements of generations that are past. 

It is quite as essential to the welfare of this 
community that those citizens engaged in the 
production of any article necessary to our pres- 
ent form of civilization shall be properly housed, 
suitably clothed and shall receive that nourish- 
ment of body and mind which is necessary for 
the well-being and prosperity of any community. 
Quite as necessary as it was that our forefathers 


should receive and enjoy those blessings. Thus 
it must be admitted that when our fathers 
created constitutional government and enacted 


legislation for the states where they lived, their 
deliberations and their legislative acts were based 
upon the conditions under which they existed. 
Hence it is quite as essential that those of this 
generation should enact laws that meet the re- 
quirements of the present time. 

Charter Amendment No. 2 purposes in a small 
degree to help the present generation, and every 
citizen of San should lend assistance 
to the men and women engaged in the printing 
industry who are behind this movement, because 
they realize that in the union label they have an 
asset which helps them to obtain conditions that 
are absolutely necessary for their well-being.

The union label does not necessarily represent 
a sentiment and it is not looked upon merely as 


an ornament, but rather is it intended as an in- 


dication to the public that the printed matter 


upon which it appears has been produced in sani- 


tary workshops, and that the men and women 


engaged in its manufacture are working reason- 


able hours and receiving in most instances a 


fair day’s pay for their services.

parties opposing Charter Amend- 


ment No. 2 are seeking to mislead the voters of 


San Francisco by false statements and necerione | 
that this amendment, if adopted by the electorate, 
will cause an excessive and unnecessary expendi- 
ture of the people’s money. Such is not the 
case. The people of San Francisco will not be 
required to pay a higher rate for their printing 
because of the use of this label than they have 
paid at any period during the last fifteen years. 

Selfish interests that would exploit the labor 
of those persons engaged in the printing indus- 
try, in its mechanical departments, are misrep- 
resenting to the public the purposes of Charter 
Amendment No. 2. These persons hide behind 
traditions of the past. In their narrow and 
selfish they are unable to  under- 
stand that the well-paid artisan is the greatest 
asset of which any community can boast; and 
many misguided persons, whose business and per- 
sonal interests are best served when the laboring 
people are well paid have been misled through 
misrepresentation to align themselves against the 
proposed amendment. But in spite of this op- 
position, in spite of false representation, the 
San Francisco, whenever the amend- 
ment has been placed before them in its proper 
light, have been quick to grasp its full meaning 
and ready to give it support.

TWO FAMOUS COMPOSERS. 

Only one American ever won a $10,000 prize 
by writing a grand opera, and he has done it 
twice. 

This is Horatio Parker, and he is to spend six 
weeks at Berkeley next summer lecturing to the 
students of the summer session of the University 
of California on how to understand and appre- 
ciate music. That a creator of music, himself 
one of the most distinguished of American com- 
posers, should tell the meaning and history of 
the art of music is regarded by the university as 
an unusual opportunity for the summer students. 


Parker first won a $10,000 prize in 1911 by 
writing “Mona” for the Metropolitan Opera 
Company. For this grand opera, of Druidical 


days in Britain, Brian Hooker wrote the libretto. 
Since then Parker has again won a $10,000 prize, 
offered in Los Angeles, by his new opera ‘“Fairy- 
land,” for which also Brian Hooker wrote the 
book. Since 1894 Parker has been Professor of 
the Theory of Music at Yale University. He is 
widely known as an organist and as a prolific 
composer of music for the organ, the chorus, and 
the orchestra.

Worthy of the support of every man and woman in San Francisco who loves 
humanity is Charter Amendment No. 2 providing for the label of the Allied Print- 
ing Trades Council on all city printing. 

These organizations have made provision to a greater extent than any others 
for the care of their sick, aged and infirm, and have saved States, counties and 
municipalities the expense and trouble of providing for those in the printing 
trades who are unfortunate enough to be unable to care for themselves. Not only 
have they saved the membership from becoming public charges, but they have 
provided the means of nursing thousands of them back to health and strength 
and making of them valuable assets to the community. Thus, viewed purely from 
the standpoint of profit, and leaving entirely out of consideration the humani- 
tarian aspects of the question, it will pay the general public to demand the 
union label on the city’s printing. 

It will cost no more for the printing with the label than without it, and by 
insisting that the label shall be on ail city printing the citizens of San Irancisco 
will be aiding, without cost to themselves, in this great humanitarian work. But 
that is not all. They will also be helping those who inaugurated and who have 
maintained in good times and in bad times these splendid institutions for the 
succor of the unfortunate of the printing industry. 

But we need not stop even here, for the reasons which can be given to those 
who are not members of unions as inducements to vote for the union label 
amendment are really innumerable. The municipality will get a better grade of 
printing because nearly all of the really competent mechanics in the printing 
industry are members of their craft union, and the employer of non-unionists 
is compelled to depend upon half-baked and necessarily incompetent mechanics. 

The people of San Francisco, through this amendment, will be given an 
opportunity on Tuesday, March 16th, to show to the world that they stand for 
justice and fair dealing between employer and employee, for that is the principle 
which the union label represents. 

The union label on a piece of printing indicates that the men and women 
who did the work are able to maintain the standard of living of the American 
worker, while printing without the label may be, and usually is, produced under 
conditions which tear down living standards, break down the health of the workers 
and fill our public institutions with human wrecks. 

It therefore behooves all thoughtful citizens to give this amendment the 
attention it so well deserves and turn out on election day and swell the majority 
for it to such proportions as will forever chill the ardor of the agents of greed 
who are opposing the placing of such a beneficial section in the fundamental law 
of this great progressive city. 

Whether you are a member of any union or not, it is your plain duty, in 
the interest of common humanity, to support Charter Amendment No. 2. 

For years the union label appeared on all city printing through a resolution 
passed by the Board of Supervisors, but now it is the desire of those who believe 
in fair wages and decent working conditions that the presence of the label shall 
be assured by charter provision, This has been made necessary because of a 


court decision which nullified the resolution which provided for the label.

who was denied damages because he was unable 
to show negligence on the part of the employing 
company. The judge said: “I am not willing to 
concede that the right to recover for an injury 


suffered hazardous industry should any longer 


be predicable only upon proof of negligence on 
the part of the owner. I think that stage in the 
evolution of the law has now been passed, and 
that the administration of justice should no 
longer be obstructed by the outworn legal con- 
cept, which refuses all compensation for injuries 
caused by work necessary to social betterment 
except upon proof of causative negligence on the 
part of the employer. The multitude and mis- 
chief of cases like the present demonstrate, in 
my Opinion, the imperative need in our positive 
law of an enactment embodying the principle of 
workingmen’s compensation. The economic and 


social reasons demanding a law 


such 


are univer- 
sal among the civilized nations of the world, 
where industrialism has reached a development 
and expansion undreamed of in the past. The 
moral life, comfort and well-being of humanity 
today, not to mention its luxurics, require the 
employment for utilitarian purposes of the great 
bulk of the human race.”
